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Court Watching: 


Parents not guilty in drowning 
death of their child in Sumpter

The parents of the baby who drowned 
in a Sumpter Township swimming pool 
last summer have been found not guilty of 
involuntary manslaughter. 

Wayne County Circuit Court Judge Dana 
Hathaway pronounced her verdict June 19 
after a seven-hour court session that started 
out as a jury trial and ended up a bench 
trial at the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice 
in Detroit. 

Oliver Hunt was 11 months old when 
he apparently crawled into a swimming 
pool at 45949 Bontekoe Drive in Sumpter 
Township the morning of Aug. 20. 

The Wayne County Prosecutor’s 
Office brought charges of involuntary 
manslaughter against the parents, Angelina 
Mae Perry, 39, and Ray Thomas Hunt, 34. 

Sumpter Township Police said the parents 
were sleeping off a drinking binge from 
the night before, when in the morning little 
Oliver apparently left his portable crib, 
crawled 78 feet through the house, down 
three steps to outdoors and up five onto 
the deck, through a gate broken in multiple 
places with a broken latch -- and climbed 
into the pool. 

Witnesses included Sumpter Police 
Officer Jerry Cox, homeowner Shere 
Cadieux, Ricky Cadieux (18-year-old 
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son of defendant Perry and grandson of 
Cadieux, who lives at his grandmother’s 
house with his girlfriend), Gary Hawthorne 
(who also lives at the house with Shere 
Cadieux), Ralph James Tucker and Kelly 
Tucker (next-door neighbors), Brenda 
Bonior (who was visiting the Tucker home), 
and Sumpter Police Officer/Evidence 
Technician Danielle Buccellato. 

Ricky Cadieux, who said he had not been 
drinking that night, testified “Ollie” was 
not walking by himself. He said he had 
seen him crawl half way up the deck steps 
and all the way down.

Belleville Planners OK 
Davenport plan to get 
started on strip mall

Davenport Brothers was given approval 
to get started on their new strip mall project 
— but they are proceeding at their own 
risk, 

At the regular meeting of the Belleville 
Planning Commission on June 20, the 
commission was presented with two, last- 
minute letters and so the “Davenport Plaza” 
was added to the agenda. 

One letter was to the commission from 
Steve Davenport dated June 13 in reference 
to the development of 164 East Columbia. 

It said: “The Davenport Brothers is 
seeking planning commission approval 
to start the excavation of the storm water 
system. We understand we need site plan 
approval to obtain a permit and we are 
asking permission from the planning 
commission that we can start prior to site 
plan approval at our own risk. We will be

Cadieux said Ollie could have crawled 
anywhere he wanted to go. 
“He could crawl to the roof, if he wanted,” 
Ricky Cadieux said. 

According to testimony, Oliver had 
been sleeping in the portable playpen in 
the living room and after he was found in 
the pool it was discovered that one side of 
the playpen had collapsed in a “V” which 
could have allowed him to crawl out while 
his parents were sleeping,

Oliver Hunt the elements of proof 
necessary for involuntary manslaughter in 
this case, which included: failure to provide 
the legal duty to supervise and secure the 
child and willfully neglecting to perform 
such duties. 

The trial originally was to be a jury 
trial for each of the two defendants and 
they were each to have a jury. Potential 
jurors for the two juries waited outside the 
courtroom until after 11 a.m., when they 
were dismissed in favor of a bench trial. 

Perry had arrived at 10:40 a.m. for her 9 
a.m. jury trial, delaying the case. 

After testimony, Judge Hathaway went 
to her chambers to review the agreed-upon 
jury instructions, read the autopsy report, 
listen to the CD of the 911 call, and arrive 
at her decision.

giving the city of Belleville a hold-harmless 
agreement. Thank you for your time.” 

The second letter was a June 13 reply 
to Davenport’s letter from Keith Boc, the 
city’s director of public services, advising 
him the City of Belleville administration is 
recommending to the planning commission 
approval of their plans. However, it was 
contingent on city engineers approval prior 
to any construction or permit to proceed. 

Boc stressed the administration’s 
recommendation is for the storm water 
system only. 

Boc told the commission Davenport 
plans to start with the detention pond and 
storm sewer only, but they need planning 
commission approval to move more than 
100 cubic yards in one year. 

“This will allow them to move dirt,” 
explained planning commission chairman 
Steve Jones. 

Another commissioner noted, and others 
agreed, Davenport has been moving a lot 
of dirt on that site for a long time.

She returned to the courtroom 15 minutes 
later and briefly reviewed the elements of 
each witness’ testimony. 

“All we really know is they failed to 
watch the 11-month-old child long enough 
to prevent him from drowning,” Judge 
Hathaway said. 

“What comes into play is knowledge. 
When it comes to gross negligence, 
negligence requires knowledge,” she said. 

Judge Hathaway said what is unknown 
was if Oliver had the propensity to go 
straight through the house to go outside. 

“Was Oliver attracted to the pool or was 
he afraid? The People have not met their 
burden to show gross negligence on the 
part of both. The evidence does not show 
the risk of the pool,” she said. 

“T find both defendants not guilty.” 

With that verdict, the family stood up and 
started crying and hugging each other. 

Hunt’s court-appointed attorney Brian 
Gagniuk said, “You are free to go.” 

Perry’s court-appointed attorney was 
Mark Nortley. Standing in for Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Carin Goldfarb, who 
began the case, was Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney David Braxton. 

Sumpter Detective John Toth was officer 
in charge of the case. 


Engineer Mark Gaworecki from 
Hennessey Engineers said what they are 
doing is just the storm sewer: a detention 
basin and pipe. 

“They have submitted a site plan,’ Boc 
said, noting the engineers and planning 
consultant Jill Bahm have looked at it. 
He said the site plan is in his office and 
applications have been filled out and paid 
for. 

Boc said the site plan will be on the 
agenda of the next planning commission 
meeting on July 11. 

“They are doing this at their own risk,” 
Boc said, adding, “It’s a nice project to 
come before you next month.” 

He said Davenport will prepare and 
secure the site. 

Commissioner Michael Hawkins said the 
request before them would be like forcing 
the commission to approve the project once 
they are started. 

Bahm said the hold-harmless letter is so 
if they do all the work and aren’t approved 
they can’t come back later and say, “You 
said we could.” 

Boc said Davenport has a lot of stuff on 


the property to move and he doubts if they 
will have the pond and pipe done by next 
month’s meeting. 

The commission voted unanimously to 
approve the plan for the storm water system 
for Davenport under the terms discussed. 

Chairman Jones said Davenports were in 
a hurry to start construction. The sign on 
the property says the mall will be available 
in 2013. 

Commissioner Jesse Marcotte, who 
was the longest-serving member of 
the commission, was attending his last 
meeting since he is moving out of the 
Belleville community. He commented on 
his disappointment of the cursory review 
of the Davenport plan by the Belleville 
Fire Department. 

Marcotte, who is a fire fighter in Northville 
Township, is moving from Belleville to be 
closer to his job. 

He said he had the misfortune to respond 
to the May 8 disaster in Westland where 
29-year-old fire fighter Brian Woehlke was 
killed after the roof of a strip mall collapsed 
during a fire. Marcotte said he knows how 
important building safety is. 

“T’d be glad to do review of plans under 
the fire code,” Marcotte said. 

Later, he said when Darwin Loyer was 
fire chief, Marcotte was asked to go over 
plans with Loyer, making sure fire codes 
were complied with. Since Loyer left, 
Marcotte said he has not been asked to 
review any plans. 

In other business at the 37-minute 
meeting, the commission: 

e Held an 11-minute public hearing on

the updated zoning ordinance and the 
ClearZoning municipal coding process 
of the ordinances, which makes the city 
ordinances accessible at any time on the 
internet. Belleville Realtor Glenn Silvenis 
said he was not clear what they were 
finally proposing on the required 100% 
retail on the ground floor and restricting 
of offices in the downtown district. Bahm 
said after there was opposition to that, the 
commission agreed that up to half of a 
downtown block could be office space on 
the ground floor (instead of none, as is now 
the case). Silvenis said he still believed this 
restricting of office space is not good for 
the growth of the city; and 

e Approved recommending the Zoning 
Ordinance/ClearZoning to the city council 
for approval as one unit. A new zoning 
map is a part of the unit and all ordinances 
will be repealed and replaced by this. The 
zoning changes include current B-3 zoned 
properties on Main and South streets to 
the railroad tracks to be converted to B- 
2, Central Business. Also, the parcels 
south of Columbia, north and west of the 
railroad tracks to the end of Wabash has 
been changed from I-1 Light Industrial 
to B-1, Local Business. Belleville is the 
first community in Wayne County that 
will be under ClearZoning and Mayor 
Kerreen Conley said from the audience 
that that was quite impressive. Bahm’s 
firm, that used to be called Birchler Arroyo 
Associates, developed the ClearZoning 
procedure and then changed the firm’s

What’s it worth 
to get rid of some 
pesky beavers? 


How much is it worth to get rid of some 
pesky beavers? Well, Sumpter Township 
officials (minus one) think up to $3,000 
should do it and voted 6-1 to set aside that 
amount at Tuesday’s board meeting. 

The beavers have returned to Banotai Park 
and so Trustee Alan Bates recommended 
hiring Wildlife Services to come out and 
catch them — like that local businessman 
did a few years back. He caught six at that 
time. 

Charge is $850 to come out, set up the 
traps and monitor them and $150 for every 
beaver he catches and carries away. Bates 
thought they should do it now before two 
beavers become 20 beavers and the rest of 
the board members thought that sounded 
good. 

Except for Trustee Bill Hamm, who said 
the cost was too much. He wanted to shop 
around. He suggested the township buy its 
own traps. Bates stated that although he’d 
been put in charge of parks, he was not 
wading into the lake with a beaver trap. 

Hamm said the last time the man caught 
beavers for Sumpter, they had him spray a 
red spot on each beaver, so they could be 
sure the same beavers didn’t come back. 

Clerk Hoffman pointed out the local 
man is trying to make a living and he has 
invested in his vehicle, insurance, traps, 
and has other expenses. We agree $3,000 is 
a small price to pay to get rid of the beavers, 
especially the ones without red spots.

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Thanks to Civic Fund 
for smoke house repair 


To the Editor: 

Van Buren Township Fire Department 
personnel is committed to educating the 
public about the perils of fire and ways to 
prevent a fire from occurring. 

One way that the Fire Department had 
been effectively teaching school age kids 
about fire safety was through the hands-on 
interactive experience of its smoke house. 
For the past few years, due to financial 
issues, the line item for Fire Prevention 
has been the first to go — being reduced to 
virtually nothing. Due to lack of funding, 
the smoke house sat unused in the back 


parking lot. 
It was disheartening to be unable to provide 
fire safety educational programming, 


especially when we received frequent calls 
to bring out the smoke house for special 
events by the schools and neighborhood 
homeowner associations. 

In the interest of reviving the public 
educational fire safety programming, 
I tasked the fire department staff with 
evaluating repairs required to bring the 
smoke house back to safe standards. A 
thorough inspection of the smoke house 
revealed it was in a lot worse shape than 
originally thought. It needed some dire 
work just to allow people to enter it, more 
or less allow any children through it! 

After obtaining estimates to refurbish the 
smoke house, I contacted the Van Buren 
Civic Fund, which graciously donated the 
funding to restore it to “as good as new.” 

I cannot thank them enough for their 
generous donation to restore the smoke 
house so we can re-establish our fire safety 
program here in the community.

Question from Charles in Sumpter 
Township: I just recently started looking 
for a home to buy. I decided to make an 
offer on the second home I looked at with a 
Realtor. I had not gotten pre-approved 
before making the offer. The Realtor said 
she could get me pre-approved with a 
Lender, so I could get my offer presented 
to the seller. 

I spoke with the Lender briefly and the 
Realtor received the pre-approval letter to 
submit my offer. My offer was accepted 
and now I have seven days to start the 
mortgage paperwork with the Lender. In 
the meantime I have done some shopping 
on my own for a Bank/Lender and have 
compared my closing costs and interest 
rate with the first Lender. 

I do Not want to use the first Lender due 
to the interest rate and closing costs being 
higher. I asked the Realtor if I could change 
my financing Lender for the purchase. She 
said no because the pre-approval letter used 
when making the offer was a part of the 
total purchase agreement with the seller. Is 
this right? Can I use another Bank/Lender 
of my choice, even though my purchase 
offer was accepted? 

Answer: YES! If the seven days are not 
up to apply for a mortgage, you have the 
right to choose your own Lender/Bank. 
Even if the seven days have expired you 
can provide a signed addendum to the 
seller requesting a few days more to apply 
for your loan, since you needed the time to 
apply with a different Lender. 

Also, provide the seller with a second 
pre-approval letter with the addendum. Be 
sure the type of mortgage financing is the 
same, since the seller’s acceptance of your 
offer was for a certain sales price as well as 
a specific type of loan. 

If you had gotten a pre-approval letter 
before looking for a home, you would have 
had the time to shop for your interest rate 
and costs and been more comfortable with 
the selection of a Lender before making 
an offer. Good Luck with your Purchase.

It was not long before I realized that I 
was not anything near normal. I seemed 
to always be in a fog, confused and 
overwhelmed by the simplest things. 
Unable to focus and even be interested in 
things that I used to love to do. 

At that time it was suggested that I may 
be going through grief and might need to 
“see someone.” I was told that the Brown 
Family Center offered free grief counseling 
and everyone was welcome, even if you did 
not use their services for your lost loved 
ones. 

Although extremely difficult, I did NOT 
want to talk about it. I made the call and 
started to visit with Mary Martinez a few 
times a month. It has not been easy but it 
has been extremely beneficial. 

I thought that if I just ignored what had 
happened, if I just pretended that things 
were normal, they would be. That was 
not going to happen and even though I am 
doing much better, I have an understanding 
that this is process and it will take a while. 

I now attend one of the group counseling 
sessions that meets in the evenings, once a 
month, at the Brown Family Center. It is so 
helpful to share my story with those who 
know exactly what I am feeling. 

I urge anyone who has suffered a loss and 
would find helpful a kind & caring person 
who is well versed in all matters of grief, to 
give Mary a call. Her number is 734-697- 
5090. I would personally like to thank the 
Brown family for providing this service to 
our community, free of charge. It has been 
a blessing.
